The council advised that there are two
paths for facilities seeking trauma center
recognition in Tennessee. Either the State
designation processes or going through the
American College of Surgeons verification
process at the requested level(s).

While there are similarities and differences
between both processes, the opinion of the
council was that it is up to individual
facilities seeking trauma center recognition
on which path to take.
